FIRE AT SAN DIEGO. 


A Costly Structure Burned—Losses 
Footing Up to $350,000. 

San Dreao, Sept. 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.} The wholasale grocery and supply 
store of Klauber & Levi was entirely de 
stroyed by fire this morning. It is believed 
that several firemen were buried in the 
rui 

The building was a three-story one with. 
basement. The first two floors were occu- 
pied by the wholesale grocery, liquor and 
tobacco house of Klauber & Levi: the third 
and fourth floors were occupied by law. 
firms, shippers and a lotging-house. The 
building and contents Were entirely con- 

umed, and only by the greatest efforts of 
the fire department were the adjoining 
buildings saved. 

About an hour after the fire started there 
was an explosion which injured several 
firemen, one being rendered unconscious 
for several minutes. Two firemen were 
overcome by heat and carried home. 

fhe tire continued to burn until after R 
o’clock. Thevnly articles saved from the 
| building were the books of the wholes.le 
firm. Twenty-five thousand dollars’ worth 
of merchandise arrived for the firm yester- 
day, which would have been burned but for 
an accident rendering. it impossible for the 
firm to store the goods, The firm this after- 
noon opened an office in another building 
which they have been using as a ware- 
house, 

The total loss is $350,000, Klauber & 
Levis’s loss is $250,000; insurance, $150,- 
000, .The Lake block’s loss is $60,000; ° in- 
surance, $50,000. The law firm of Hunsa- 
ker, Britts & Lamme lost a library valued at 
$20,000: insured for $6000, Other losses 
will amount to $20,000, 

The block was owned by Dr. Bakesto of 
San José. The origin of the fire is a mys- 
tery. lt was first discovered bya clerk 
when he opened the door this morning. 
The flames then. seemed to be confined to 
the basemeut. The general supposition is 
that the fire started ina stock cf matches 
kept in a department either by spontaneous 
combustion or ignition of the matches by 
mice or rats, 

Twenty minutes after the fire was first 
discovered the flames were bursting out of 
every window or otiier vent in the burning 
building. Within a few mifiutes all four 
walls fell with a crash, but as they all fell 
inward no one was burt. By hard work the 
firemen succeeded in saving the surround- 
ing buildings, with the exception of two 
small frame structures. 

The building was built in an unsubstan- 
tial manner, and it is said that had there 
been a brick division wall in the back the 
store building would not hav: ~ sllapsed so 
completely. Several firemen were more or 
less hurt uring the progress of the fire, but 
pone seriously.

PROF. LN. VAIL'S LECTURE ON 
ITS ORIGIN AND DEPOSITS. 


A Committee Appointed to Investi 
gate the Los Angeles Ol Regton 
and Report on Cost of Production 
and Supply. | 


“a very important meeting was held in the 


_’ parlor of the Nadeau Hotel yesterday after- 


‘noon from 4te 6 o’clock by some . thirty 
gentlémen, in the interest of petroleum de- 


near Los Angeles city. 


The oceasion of the meeting was to heara 
report of Prof. Isaac N. Wail of Pasadena 
on a well recently bored by L. H. Whitson 
on Boyle *Heights. The well is 242 feet 
deep, and is ina formation of earth and clay 
down to a porous sandstone, where boring 
was left off. Specimens of the oil-rock from 
the bottom of this well were exhibited, and 
also ajar of the water, which had a strong 


smell. 
Prof. Vail hung up_a chart of the 


___ United States, and gave a, short and inter- 


esting lecture on the formation and deposit 
of petroleum. 

Carbon oil, he said, is not a product of the 
rock, but is an educt, and is given out when 
the bituminous limestone or shale is sub- 

ected to intense heat and pressure, and, 
pa an educt, we must look beyond the 


_ rock for its origin. On the map he pointed 


out the probabie course of currents in the 
ancient seas, along which coursed primitive 
earbon matter had ri carried and de- 
yosited in favorable localities. The distil- 
ation that gives rise to hydro-carbon from 
organic matter is that of a miniature 
furnace. The process by which.the carbon 
and hydrogen are dissociated in the fossil _ 
bed is precisely the same, except in degree 
of energy, which takes place in any other 
furnace. Geologists admit that the 
earth was. a_ great smelting furnace 
and must have distilled the same products 
from the earth’s mineral fund. All the 
earbon in the“earth now was in it then. 
A measureless supply of allo-tropic carbons 
came forth from the fires of the infant 


- garth, and hovered in the primeval atmos- 


phere, arranged in. layers according to their 
specific gravity. The heaviest, nearest to 
the earth, was the first to return, and be- 
come incorporated in the oldest strata ef 
the earth’s crust. Graphite, or the heaviest 
form of carbon, is found in the oldest sedi- 
mentary deposits. In this cosmic furnace 
the earth was subjected to a subliming and 
distilling process, the products of which are 
to be found. in the earth’s crust. Plant dis- 
tillation forms hydro-carbon, which the in- 
fant earth did on an immeasurably grander 


- seale. A distillation of organjsms yields 
~ oiland gas, These carbon distillations re- 
turned to the earth by.. way of

‘the polar regions. The primitive carbons 
failing to the earth, were carried to the 
seas, and were there assorted, just as any 
other sediment. The oily carbons oe 
an affinity for clay and some other impuri- 
ties floating in the water united with them 
andsank. Vast quantities of oil thus float- 
ing on water thus disappeared and settled 
In moving water the 
heavier carbons would settle in local beds, . 
and the lighter would float higher and set- 
tle on elevations in the sea-bottoms. ‘The 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico once covered 
nearly all the United States, and washed 
the foothills of the Canadian highlands. 
its eastern and southern parts were the 
deepest, and the floating carbon could not 
pettie so deeply as to lodgé upon its floor. 
A great polar current descended by way of 
the Labrador coast, and at that peint turned 
westward along the base of the Laurentian 
hills, through the St. Lawrence depression 
over the region of the Great Lakes, and 
into the Mississippi Valley. ‘lhe primitive 
carbon, that floated in the firmament, fall- 
ing in the north polar world, was carried by 
‘this current, which deposited its carbon 
joad along its margins, and we see how the 
facts support this claim, es shown by oil 
-wells and gas fields in Canada and New 
York State, in lines parallel with the chan- 
nel and extending on to the south from 
New York into Lllinois. He then illus- 
trated his theory with many facts and de- 
tails in its support. 
~ He then drew attention to similar opera- 
tions of Nature in Souths-n California, 
The Pacific Ocean once wash.d the Sierra 
Madre, whose summits were then above the 
water like Catalina Island is today. There 
was the great curreft coming down the 
coast from the p lar regions, with a 
braneb running around b way of 
Santa barbara, over the Los Angeles and 
Pasadena region toward San Bernardino, 
southward toward San Diego, and whirling 
around over the same course again like a 
reat whirlpool.

The occasion of the gathering was a rally 
under the auspices of the Young Men's 
Republican Club, of which J. W. McKinley 
is president. On calling the méeting to 
order Chairman McKinley alluded to the 
accidental gloom, and to dispel it set forth 
Frank P. Kelly, the coming District Attor- 
ney, to serve as an “electric or a gas light,’’ 
as the occasion might prove. 

The light which flowed trom the genial 
candidate’s remarks was decidedly of the 
electrical order, and the quiet demeanor of 
the audience gave why to interested atten- 
tion as Mr. Kelly arraigned the Democracy 
in a ringing address.. He alluded to the 
“Old Roman” having been called in by the 
Democratic committee for talking too much 
and giving the free-trade racket away to 
the innocent voters, and compared Cleve- 
land’s .generous donation of #100 to the 
Charleston sufferers with his $10,000 bid for 
reélection. 

The orator of the evening, Hon. Samuel 
Minor from Pennsylvania, who has come to 
make his home in this city, was next intro- 
duced. Mr. Minor was one of the framers 
of the last Pennsylvania constitution, and 
is a well-built man, with well-marked fea- 
tures and gray beard. He speaks in a crisp 


- precise manner, and his style is exceedingly 


clear and convineing. 
Mr. Minor first alluded to the change in 
the character of political audiences in the 
last generation; commencing with those 
thoughtful campaign listeners.who were 
converted by pure lossic to the support of 
Abraham Lincoln, and he said that now, 
when the old issues are laid. thinking men 
all over the country were calmly weighing 
the new tariff issue between the two par- 
ties, This issue was opened by Cleveland’s 
memorable message, the greatest mistake 
he ever made, anid the Republicans had 


taxen up the gauntlet. 


en, as the tardy electrie lights illum- 
ined the wigwam, the orator continued that 
the questions of how the tariff affected this 
or that particular individual’s profits, or how 
it made the markets rise or fall at this or 
that particular time, were but as the ripples 
on the tide of the great underlying principle 
that protection meant production of value 
to the country out of that which was before 
valueless. He illustrated this at length by 
describing the development of an iron 
mine, the wealth flowing from it, and the 
labor of all forms depending upon it, all 
out of a barfen mountain. Then he madea 
similar description of the borax industry. 
He spoke of the crowded and busy English 
factories and mines, the latter even extend- 
ing under the sea, and proved how protec- 
tion will in time fill our country with vil- 
— and towns, when none without it can 
exist. 

He instanced his former State of Penn- 
sylvania, teeming with industry, laced with 
railroads, burrowed with mines, and showed 
that it was all absolutely due to protection, 
and how on that issue she had sprung from 
a Democratic toasure Republican State. To 
the free-trade cry that protection is un- 
natural and forced, he set forth the example 
of California and her mountain streams of 
water. It was natural to let them run in 
their native channels, but the Californians 
chose to divert them and protect their fields 
by irrigation, ard all the world knows the 
result.

‘Misplaced Sympathy. 


The apparently endless Sharon case, 
which, for almost a decade, has dragged 
its slow length through the San Fran- 
cisco courts of justice, continually un- 
folding fresh depths of immorality, in- 
famy and chicauery on the part of 
principals, witnesses and lawyers, has 
now entered upon a new and startling 
phase—nothing less than what appears 
to have been a deliberately planned 
scheme on the part of the complainant 
and her husband, first to threaten and 
insult, and finally to murder, Justice 
Field, of the United States Supreme 
Court, while he was seated on the 
bench engaged in reading his decision 
in the case. During the reading of the 


‘decision Mrs. Terry broke out into vio- 


lent invective ‘against the Judge, and 
attempted to pull a revolver from her 
satchel.. While the officers of the court 
were carrying out their instructions to 
remove the woman from court, her 
husband, Judge Terry, knocked a 
niarshal.down, and subsequently pulled 
a dirk, with which he threatened the 
officers. Very promptly and justly 
Judge Field sentenced Terry to six 
months and his wife to thirty days in 
jail, 

Strange to say, there appears to be 
in some quarters a feeling of sympathy 
with Terry in his altogether outrage- 
ous and inexcusable actioh. Such a 
sentiment on the part of. respectable 
citizens is as difficult to comprehend as 
the morbid sympathy which leads deli- 
cately-reared women to carry flowers 
and,other tributes to brutal murderers. 
Mrs. Terry’s action was bad enough, 
but that of her husband was still less 
excusable. He is—or has’ been—a 
prominent member of the San Fran- 


of the proprieties of a court of justice, 
and one who is Supposed to be inter- 
ested in maintaining the dignity of the 
law. There is no question of chivalry 
in this affair. It 1s simply a direct and 
brutal blow at what all good citizens 
must ever hold most dear and sacred, 
next to the reputation of their own fam- 
ilies—the dignity and honor of the law, 
which is the expressed will of the 
people. 

What must residents of the Eastern 
States think of us when they learn 
pss sympathy has been expressed with 
persons who not only foully insulted 
but attempted the life of a chief jus- 
tice upon the bench, because his deci- 
sion did not suit them? The damage 
to the reputation of the State is, how- 
ever, a small matter in comparison 
with the evil effect upon the admunis- 
tration of justice throughout the coun- 
try if such disgraceful outrages are to 
be not only condoned but sympathized 
with. Evén now our courts are alto- 
gether too frequently mixed up with 
evil reports, which, let us hope, are in 
the majofity of cases unfounded... df, 
in addition to this, the representatives 
of justice are to be brow-beaten and 
threatened in the very temple of Justice 
itself, what have we left to stand be- 
tween us and impending’ social disrup- 
tion? : 

No, indeed! This rowdy lawyer and 
his unwomanly wife were rightly 
served. Were he to linger for six 
years, instead of six months, within 
prison walls he would still remajn a 
debtor to Justice, which he has so dis- 
gracefully outraged.

The House took up the Retaliation Bill. 
Mr. Belmont of New York, chairman of the 
Committee Foreign Affairs, opened the 
debate by recalling the fact that he intro- 
duced a bill last year similar to that under 
consideration, approving the terms of the 
pending measure, and recommending its 


assage. 

Mr. McCreary of Kentucky said that the 
-President’s views, as expressed in his mes- 
sage, should be upheid by the country.

The sys- 
tem of outrages had been checked in part 
largely Dy the influence of the passage of 
the Retaliation Bill. Negotiations went on 
and blossomed into the Bayard-Chamber- 
lain treaty. in the Senate it was subjected 
to @ severe deba#e and found wauting. 
The opinion of the country rejected 
it before the vote of the  Sen- 
ate. The treaty was a bargain. 
Sir Charles Tupper in a Canadian official 
journal had said touching the — of 
tree trade: “Mr. Bayard told us, the 
Aweriean plenipotentiaries us, that 
there was but one way of obtaining what 
we wish, You want greater freedom of 
commercial intercourse. You want relaxa- 
tion in your tariff arrangement, etc. You 
will find, continued Bayard, that the policy 
of this Government, the policy of the Presi- 
dent, the policy of the House of Represent- 
atives, the policy of the Democratic party, 
will‘at once take an onward march in the 
direction you propose, and accomplish 
steadily that which you _ desire.” 
Sir Charles Tupper’ then added: 
“These were thé utterances of the dis- 
tinguished statesman who pointed to the 
avowed policy of the Government of the 
United States.” Sir Charles Tupper then 
called attention to the position of the Mills 
Bill, and says that the ink is barely dry on 
this treaty before he, as a representative of 
the Government, brings ferward a -méasure 
to make free articles. which Canada sends 
into the United States, and on which last 
year $1,800,000 of duty was paid. “Let me 
add,’’ said Mr. Hitt, “that he not only in- 
troduced the bill, but passed it through the 
House, He kept Bayard’s word te the 
letter. The Democratic oe stood by its 
bargain with the British plenipotentiaries. 
‘rhe gentleman from Texas is starring the 
provinces, carrying on a great campaign, 
and I observe the report of a remark by 
him that ‘While the Republicans may have 
taken the British lion by the tail, we take 
him by the snout.’

WASHINGTON NOTKS.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Senator Cullom’s resolution 
of inquiry, offered and adopted by tlie Sen- 
ate today, calling upon the Secretary of 
War for information as to whether the St.
